City council debates 
$70,000 tab for dinner

City Council seems to be reluc- 
tant to be extravagant for its 25th 
anniversary extravaganza next 
year. 

At issue is the elegant dinner 
tentatively scheduled for Jan. 9 
wluch, as Councilwoman Reba

Before Council put the request 
on next Monday's docket by an 
8-3 vote, members questioned 
spending so much for the opening 
banquet. Although diners will be 
charged $25 a plate, this amount 
will not take care of the entire 
cost. 

Taking so much for the cost of 
the dinner is one-sided, said 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan. 
She wanted to know whether the 
committee had considered raising 



the money from the public. 

Barrett said the committee 
wanted something it could point 
to with fnMe. 

Councilman John D. Moss 
said that it might be better having 
a bigger activity including more 
people. He said he wasn't sure 
how many people could afford a 
$50 dinner for two. "A public 
dinner party rubs me the wrong 
way." 

Barrett said the committee had 
looked at a large range of alter- 
natives from a beach party to a 
black-tie affair. The chosen 
banquet was approved 
unanimously by the committee, 
he said.

No game: Local hunters 
say wildlife being decimated

When Captain John Smith first 
stepped ashore in Virginia 
Beach, he was unaware tliat he 
had stumbled across one of the 
most abundant wildlife areas in 
the New World. 

Surrounded by hordes of deer, 
rabbit, turkey, and squirrel, the 
new settlers were constantly 
replenishing their stores. 

And so the rich sporting 
history of Haimpton Roads was 
bom. 

The situation is entirely dif- 
ferent now. After centuries of 
commercialization and develop- 
ment, some say the wildlife 
population of Hampton Roads 
has bMn nearly decimated. It is 
this alleg^l selfishness on the part 
of some local developers that 
angers hunters Uke Portsmouth's 
Mac Evans. 

Evans, who brought down his 
first deer over 40 years ago, 
maintains that in the last 15 years 
alone the lands available for hun- 
ting have been cut in half. 

"Ywi just about have to be a 
monber of a hunt club these 
days," the hunt game, says Evans. 

As i»oof of the desperate lack 
of a^uate hunt areas, Evans 
offers the razing of the Dismal 
Swamp. 

"What was once a 4,000 
«iuare acre wilderness is now just 
one huge open field." Along with 
<kvd(q»nent, Evans cit^ the ad- 
vent of the four-wheel drive 
^^udes and the lack of respect 
¥3mt hunto^s have for farmer's 
propoty as the main r«w>ns for 
madi land being d«;lar^ "oiT- 
Umits" to local sportsmoi. 



TJie combination of over- 
hunting and the rapid 
development of lands most 
habitable to wildlife has 
greatly decreased the once- 
large hunting population. 

Will Petree can relate to Evans' 
feelings. Petree, the director of 
Northw^t River Park in 
Chesapeake, spends much of his 
time protKting what's left of in- 
digenous game. But while Evuu 
blames the developers, Petree 
cites the self-d^tructivnMS of the 
hunters themselves. 

"It's the slob-hunters that ruin 
it for everyone," Petree says. 
"They give all the hunters a bad 
name." 

What Petree moms by "slob 
huntars" is the poachers who 
abuse the kindness of area far- 
mers. Selfish individuals are 
those who come invited onto 
private lands and "just start 
blasting avray at everything tiuit 
moves." The human injuries and 
disasto-ous effects on the wildlife 
have left the landowno^ liable, 
causing than to shut thdr dows 
once and for all to "slob- 
huntm" and law aMiUng hontoi 
aUke. 

Even tlw fecter^y |Ht>tected 
areas like Northwort River Park, 
and FalM Capie St^ Pvk teve 
fr^uent incidaits of hunter en- 
croKrhment. 

So the combination of o^r- 
hunting and the r^wl da^i^ 
ment of lands m(»t kaMaMc to 
wildlife has gratly deceased tl^ 
once lai^e hunting p(^^ti(m. 



Michael Pender, a Virginia 
Beach hunter for more than fif- 
teen years, says with remorse, 
"It's just not the same 
ansmiore." Pender, points to a 
housing project near Redmill 
Farms in Virginia Beach, "I can 
remember enough dove here so 
that you couldn't shoot 'em all in 
one season, now all there is 
around here is houses and shop- 
ping malls," he says with more 
than a little regret. 

According to Roger Spruill, 
however, Motho- Nature has had 
a lot to do with the lack of 
adequate hunting in the area. 
Spruill, the vice-president of the 
Virginia Wildlife F^eration, at- 
tributes tile demise of hunting in 
the area to other causes than 
development or poaching. 

Spruill says, "Due to weather, 
pollution, and the modernization 
of farming practices, a lot of the 
area wildlife has depaittd." 

He points to the Dismal 
Swamp area as a perfect example. 
"Back in the 30's when they 
drained the swamp, they lowers 
the water table until it reached a 
point where it became too dry for 
the animals to live off of." 

Si^uiU. «i area hunto- sin<x 
1950, is also a proponrat of the 
hunt dubs.

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DM you register? 

Probably one of the busiest workers in the city 
last week was General R^trar Marlene Hagar. 
With the desulline now i^ist to raster to vote in the 
upcoming Nov. 3 graeral election, H^v's office 
was deluged with last minute inquiries fran Beach 
residents on how and where to register. 

The mission of her office is to provicte an ac- 
cessible and fair means by which residotts can 
register and vote. The main office is at the 
Municipal Center and 12 permanent sittellite 
locations with 27 assistant registrars providing the 
base for a variety of days and hours for 
registration. 

Last year, there wwe 108 additional spedal voter 
registration sites, which far exceeded the numbo* 
required by law. Hagar's office apparently went 
out of its way to give you the chance to vote. 

Approximately 250,000 records are maintained 
by this office. During 1986, 7,800 citizens were 
either newly registered or transferred into the city. 
Some 36,670 voted in the councilmanic election, 
65,283 in the congressional election, and 5,344 in 
the special election in the 81st House of Delegates 
district. 

The latter election had to be held when former 
delegate Owen Pickett was elected to the U.S. 
House of Representatives to replace retiring 
Congressman Bill Whitehurst. 

In the 56 precincts, over 400 election officials 
assisted voters and over 2,500 voters applied for 
absentee ballots. 

A major priority was to provide assistance to the 
physically impaired to make it easier for them to 
vote. One of the goals was handicapped-accessible 
polling locations which included parking 
availability at each site. 

In addition, specialized voting equipment was in- 
stalled, offering such items as an easy handle stylus 
and a magnifier. Each site had one voting booth 
lowered and widened to facilitate easy access by 
wheelchair. 

Informational brochures on • voting and 
registration were translated into braille, and tape 
recordings were also made for the visually han- 
dicapped. 

The general registrar became, in 1986, the city's 
first registrar to be elected presictent of the state 
Voter Registrars Association. 

While the population of the city is approximately 
360,000, a first glance of just over 122,000 voters 
registered is misleading. 

Of the 360,000 total, Hagar pointed out there arc 
56,000 in the city schools and about 90,000 military 
that are, for the most part, registered to vote in 
their respective home states. 

There was an increase this year in new persons 
registered to vote of 8,500 with some 2,000 in the 
last two weeks. 

However, 35,000 are expected to register for the 
1988 presidential election. Over 100,000 resort city 
voters cast ballots in the 1984 election. 

It is expected that 50,000 will vote in ne*t mon- 
th's general election. - E.M.

All waterfowl hunters, 16 and 
older, are required to carry a 
duck stamp when in the field. 
TTie stamp is also valued by 
stamp collectors and by non- 
hunters who purchase them in an 
effort to support wildUfe. 
Proceeds from the sale of Duck 
Stamps are used to help preserve 
critical wetlands which benefit 
many wildlife specie. 

This year's stamp by artist Ar- 
thur G. Anderson, features a trio 
of r^lhead ducks in flight over a 
backwater marsh. Anderson 
chose the marsh habitat as a 
background for his one female 
and two male redheads because 



"just about anyone in the coun- 
try would be able to identify with 
it," he said. 

The Duck Stamp prc^am was 
initiated in 1934 when Congress 
passed the Migratory Bird Hun- 
ting and Conservation Stamp 
Act. Since then, over 90 million 
Duck Stamps have been sold, 
providing more than $300 million 
for the purchase of more than 3.S 
million acr» of prime wetland 
habitat for waterfowl. The first 
Duck Stamp design was created 
by J. N. "Ding" Darling in 1934 
and featured a pair of mallards in 
flight. Subsequent artwork was 
commissioned until the annual 
Duck Stamp Contest be^m in 
1949.

Lake Smith homes 
come under scrutiny 



Something is going on in the 
Lake Smith area which Coun- 
cilman John L. Perry doesn't 
like. 

He told City Council Monday 
at a work session that he thought 
something could be done about it 
and some Council members 
agreed. 

The area, which was zoned 
before the city had a comprehen- 
sive zoning ordinance, has been 
sprouting homes which. Perry 
said, fill most of the lot. He poin- 
ted out that the city has some 
restrictions on how much of a lot 
can be occupied by a house. He 
said the pre-CZO, 30-foot lots 
are being purchased by a Norfolk 
developer who is "putting those 
box cars in." He wanted to know 
why some people are permitted to 
do this while others are not. 

Councilman Harold 

Heischober said that the Lake 
Smith lots were recorded in 1920 
and are not standard lots. He 
suggested the staff get together 
with Perry to see what can be 
done. "They're conforming to 
the law. ..a terrible looking 
thing." 

Of the developer, Perry said, 
"he's going all through Lake 
Smith and buying single lots and 
putting those box cars in. " 

"There's got to be some way" 
to stop the development, said 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan. 

"They look like douWe^tacked 
trailers with yellow siding," said 
Councilman John D. Moss. 

Mayor Robert G. Jonw in- 
structed City Manager Thomas 
H. Muehlenbeck to return next 
week with the problem and the 
options. 



Muehlenbeck said that the 
zoning ordinance limits lot 
coverage in the R-8 zoning 
category to 40 percent of the lot 
and his information is that the 
Lake Smith lot coverage is 29.2 
percent and 34.6 percent of the 
lots. 

Perry said that was hard to 
believe when the lots are only 90 
feet long and the houses are 60 
feet deep.

Classroom space must 
also be made available and this is 
why VEA's push for capital 
outlay costs being shared by the 
state is so important to Virginia 
Beach. 
While Virginia Beach is the 



largest city in Virginia, it cer- 
tainly is not the wealthiest. If the 
children in Virginia Beach are to 
have equal educational oppor- 
tunity as those in more affluent 
parts of the state, then state aid is 
appropriate and necessary. Por- 
table classrooms are less than 
ideal. Music and art classes con- 
ducted from carts in regular, 
crowded, rooms cheat students 
and frustrate and anger 
teachers and parents. Virginia 



Beach needs to reduce class size 
across the board and there ap- 
pears to be a growing commit- 
ment to do so. 

If the General Assembly can be 
convinced of the merit of helping 
out localities with their capital 
outlay costs, the school children 
in Virginia Beach will achieve 
educational equity sooner. And 
on behalf of the children in over- 
crowded and or inadequate 
classrooms, the sooner the better.

CoaliMNi frwa ragt 1 
passport,' which would prevent 
elementary students from 
becoming secondary pupils until 
they passed a test showing they 
could read and write. 

Stallinp, a tough advocate on 
criminals, wants to malce a jail 
sentence of at least 10 days man- 
datory for anyone caught 
breaking and entering. 

"Breaking and entering is up 
37 percent," Stallings said. 
"With a minimum jail term we 
might save 25 percent of those 
arrested from becoming repeat 
offenders." 

Canada also points to his effec- 
tiveness in getting laws passed 
against drunk drivers, drug 
paraphernalia and look-alike 
drugs as well as child por- 
nography, which included the 
seizing of equipment such as 
cameras used in the latter. 

Stallings would like to see a 
substance abuse program in the 
schools . beginning in the fifth 
grade. 

The Democratic challenger 
calh Canada's drug, por- 
nography and drunk driving 
legislation "Reader's Digest 
issues." "Those arc easy issues," 
Stallings said,. "Everyone is con- 
cerned about things like that." 

Canada says he feels the elec- 
tion will boil down to whether or 
not the voters want someone with 
experience or not. He has been 
going "door to door" every day 
and is "cautiously optimistic." 

Canada's legislative efforts in 

his 16 years produced over 300 

bills that are now laws, he said. 

One of those was "the pop-top 

law." 

That's the one where those 
ring-top openers on cans used to 
pull off and be thrown away, 
winding up being responsible for 
many a cut foot as well as dead 
Hsh which resulted when the fish 
ingested the tops. 

Stallings is a supporter of 
higher salaries for Beach teachers 
in order to attract and keep good 
educators. 

Both candidates support 
preservation of our natural 
resources such as the Chesapeake 
Bay and Back Bay. 

Stallings, a former assistant 
commonwealth's attorney, said 
"I want the job and I know I can 
beat him (Canada)." 

He said he was given con- 
siderabte support in his initial 
thoughts about opposing Canada 
by Gov. Gerald Btdiles as well as 
former Gov. Charia Robb. 



On the subject of campaign 
budgets, Stallings said he expects 
to spend about $135,000. Ap- 
proximately $60,000 of that 
amount has already been spent, 
mostly on ads, with another 
$60,000 in the bank. He added he 
will probably raise another 
$15,000 and claims he has only 
put in $5,000 of his own money 
to the campaign in addition to 
out-of-pocket expenses such as 
gas. 

Stallings expects to spend it all 
and said the figure of $135,000 
was the amount that he figured it 
would take to beat Canada. 

Canada has a budget of 
$100,000, "none of it out of my 
pocket," his opponent stated, 
who added "we're right on 
target, budget-wise." 

Asked if he planned to use a 
seat in the State Senate as a step- 
ping-stone to national politics, 
Stallings was quick to reply, "I 
have no intention of leaving 
Virginia Beach. 1 have a wife and 
two young daughters, 2 and 3 '/i 
years old here." 

Canada, who down plays a poll 
taken of the Democratically- 
controlled state Senate that says 
he isn't effective, points instead 
to a state-wide poll of media 
across the state, ranking him 13th 
of the 40 Senators. 

He is proud of his roll call in 16 
years in Richmond, having 
missed just nine times for a better 
than 99 per cent attendance 
figure. 

Stallings, who serves as a 
Commissioner on the Virginia 
Commission on Public Beaches, 
having been appointed by former 
Gov. Robb in 1982, has only at- 
tended three meetings in four 
years. 

According to Canada, the VC- 
PB meets about four or five times 
a year, so Stallings' record isn't 
very good.

Developed in response to in- 
creasing demand for refuse 
collection, the program serves up 
to 200 residents per month. 
Citizens dispose of landscaping 
debris too bulky for regular 
collection in a trailer that is 
delivered free of charge to their 
home. The trailer is picked up the 
following day for disposal of its 
contents. 

The program greatly reduces 
workload on refuse collection 
field crews and costs consicterably 
less than regular refuse collection 
services. Yards and streets stay 
cleaner, complaints have 
decreased, and citizens appreciate 
the availability of the service. 

Citizens may take advantage of 
the program by calling the Depar- 
tment of Public Works, Solid 
Waste Managonent Division at 
427-4201. 

The City's Public Information 
Office also won a certificate of 
merit for its Citizen Awareness 
Campaign. TTie three-part cam- 
paign includes a package of prin- 
ted citizens services publications, 
a full-color annual report, and a 
videotape annual report. 

The citizen services publication 
package contains a series of prin- 
ted directories of city services. 
Location maps, a telephone 
guide, a newcomer's guide, a 
speakers bureau, a city council 
directory and a general citizen 
services brochure provide 
residents with a wealth of infor- 
mation about the city. A new 
guide to services for senior 
citizens has recently been added 
to the packa^.

Authority, taxing power for 
electdd school board explained

If Virginia Beach voters, in a 
referendum on Nov. 3, approve 
an elected school board, City 
Council will propose a bill adop- 
ted unanimously Monday after- 
noon to the General Assembly. 

The bill outlines the com- 
position of the board and how 
that body should raise money to 
run the schools. 

Among the provisions are: 

•The board shall have no 
authority to borrow money 
unless authorized by the voters in 



a referendum. However, the 
board shall be entitled to 35 per- 
cent of the city's annual bonding 
authority which does not require 
voter approval. Referendums 
would be held only on the date of 
the general election in November. 
•The board would be given 
limited authority to levy taxes on 
real estate within the city which is 
also taxed by the city. The 
board's levied share of the tax 
rate would be limited to 60 per- 
cent of the total real estate tax. 
The rate would be based on the 
city rate in effect prior to an in-

With all the issues facing the 
candidates and the upcoming 
Nov. I election just weeks away, 
ntfMt people seem to know where 
e^ candidate stands. 

'^d one's profession is 
g|iirally the least thought of 
itctfn when it comes to choosing 
vt^ one might cast their vote for. 

|fut in the 81st District House 
cci^fcst, where incumbent fresh- 
nail delegate Glenn Croshaw is 
be^g challenged by Republican 
Durel Hughes, the latter has ap- 
pai^tly found a new way of get- 
ting some support. 

"People tell me they're glad 
I'm not a lawyer," Hughes said, 
indicating some voters Hnd it 
refreshing a businessman is run- 
ning for the legislature. 

Hughes is owner of Virginia 
Builders, Inc., a heavy utility 
contractor and industrial 
dc'eloper in Virginia Beach. 

Croshaw is a partner in the 
legal firm of Lyle, Siegal, 
Efrescher and Croshaw, in the 
resort city. 

Croshaw, elected in a special 
dection to flU the seat of Owen 
Pickett who was elected to 
Congress, has consistently 
fought to do away with the HOV 
lanes. 

"Croshaw picks an easy sub- 
ject," Hughes said. "Who does 
like them?" 

Admitting he doesn't care for 
4M HOV lanes himsflf, ibi^ies 
cites the fact that enforcemoit to 
keep illegal riders can only be 
done by the State Pcriiee, and 
"we don't have enou^ man- 
power. They have more to do 
than they can do now." 

Hughes is particularly adanuuit 
about what he sees as a "job 
swapping" situation. That 
revolves around how 
commissioners are appointed. 

Currently, commissioners are 
appointed by judges, who in turn 
are appointed by legislators. 
Commissioners receive a fee for 
every daily civil contract closed, 
which according to Hughes, goes 
into their pockets. He points out 
there are no restraints on some of 
the fees, allowing commissioners 
to charge what they wish. 

Hughes proposes making 
commissioners state employees 
and forwarding their fees to our 
state treasury. "I am opposed to 
the common Democrat practice 
of holding a commissioner job 
while a member of the General 
Assembly," he said. 

Croihaw said "the race will 
boil down to whether or not the 
voters feel I have done a good 
job." 

He cited five areas of impor- 
tance to him, such as, ac- 
cessibility, integrity, financial 
disclosure, determination and 
competence. 



The incumbent went door-to- 
door last year and is doing the 
same this campaign. He opened 
a local legislative office, resigned 
as a commissioner of accounts, 
gave full financial disclosure, and 
has, in his words "always been a 
hard worker." 

As a staunch foe of the HOV 
lanes, Croshaw said that "60 per- 
cent of the traffic heading out- 
bound in the evenings exit the 
Virginia Beach Expressway 
before the toll booth." 




He said if the HOV system 
isn't changed, "people will be 
frustrated until the full system is 
put into effect." By the early 
I990's, HOV lanes are scheduled 
to be in place all the way to the 
navaJ base exit in Norfolk. 

Croshaw suggested having a 
microchip installed (Mi cars and it 
would register each time 
motorists wont through a toll 
booth. Ilien at the oM of the 
month, flK>t(M-ists would receive a 
bill. Ot, possibly, have a sticker 
on the car that would enable it to 
use the toll road as much as wan- 
ted for a flat fee. 

Both candidates said lowering 
the HOV occupancy to two per- 
sons in a vehicle would go a long 



way toward helping the traffic 
situation. They are also strongly 
in favor of letting the voters 
decide if they want a stirte lottery. 

While Croshaw is also in favor 
of the lottery itself, saying "it's a 
voluntary tax," Hughes stated he 
didn't intend to play it if it 
pa«M. 

Money-wise, Hughes said too 
much was, and is being spent. 

"Croshaw spent $83,000 for 
2971 votn last year. That's an 
average of $43 a vote," Hughes 
Miid. 

The Republican said he had a 
$33,000 budget for the race, and 
has spent about $20,000 thus far, 
$10,000 of which was a personal 
loan. He anticipates raising 
another $IS,000. 

Croshaw. who had budgeted 
$33,000 for his reelection, has 
$20,000 leftover from his first 
campaign. He has spent about 
$33,000 of that sum and said he 
hasn't invested any of his own 
money. 

"The first time I loaned 
$10,000 to the campaign," 
Croshaw said, but he since ha$ 
rq>aid it. 

Croshaw, who also added thtt 
he supports stroni^ education 
for Virginia in the way of higher 
teacher salaries, as wdl as better 
sewage and devdopment prac- 
tices around the Ches^xake Bay, 
offered no solution in terms of 
raidnf the money. 

Hughes luia attacked the 
Donocrats for continually raising 
taxes, especially Gov. Gerald 
BalUes, who has initiated tax 
hikes five times with two more 
planned after promiang during 
his election campaign not to do 
so.

Educated for the most part in 
the Norfolk dty schools, his 
family moved his senior year 
and he wound up graduating 
from Kempsviiie High School 
in 1975. Working nights, he 
completed his education with a 
Bachelor of &ienc£ degree in 
Criminal Justice from ODU in 
1985. 

He wantnl a job in the

In addition To electing representatives for the 
legislature in Richmond, the upcoming Nov. 3 elec- 
tion will have several other items on the ballot, 
some of them asking voters to spend more money. 
But isn't everyone, so why should that make any 
difference? 

While all the referendums receive about the same 
pu^blicity, probably the one that will generate the 
most into'est is the one <x>ncerning the resort city's 
roads. 

Voters will He asked to decide if the city should 
borrow $8 million a year for the next 10 years to 

construct and maintain roads. 

The General Assembly last year granted the city 
that tk^rrowing authority, but the City Council has 
refused to use it unless voters approve it in a 
referendum. 

Recreation centers will again be on the ballot af- 
ter being defeated in 1986. 

Voters will be asked if the city should borrow 
(and spend) $32.85 million to build three new 
recreation centers in Great Neck, Princess Anne 
and Bayside as well as expanding the existing one at 
Bow Creek. 

A proposal to biuld a center in the Great Neck 
area was soundly defeated last year. 

The proposed new rec centers would raise the 
real estate tax by 3.8 cents per $100 of assessed 
value. If you own (or are paying for) a house worth 
$100,000, it would cost you another $38 per year. 

Another referendum asks if the city should elect 
its School Board with limited taxing power, but 
fails to define "limited". 

Trees also make the ballot, asking the public to 
decide if the city should require the preservation or 
replacement of trees in new developments. 

The fifth re^frri ' ,- . "\ ask \f »ht« riiv should 
change its annual borrowing limit. Currently the 
limit IS the amouni o. oci > . etircd the previous year 
plus $10 million. 



Voters will be asked to decide if the city should 
borrow $8 million a year for the next 10 years to 
construct and maintain roads. 



One member of the City Council wants the limit 
to be one-quarter of one percent of the city's total 
assessed land value. That would, in effect, raise the 
debt limit. 

For example, this year, that would make the limit 
$33 million compared to the current limit of ap- 
proximately $25 million. 

One thing the city doesn't plan to do is spend a 
lot of money to promote the referendums, with 
only about $2,400 slated for printing costs for the 
rec center issue. 

In previous years the city has spent as much as 
$75,000 to promote bond referendums, that 
amount being budgeted in 1985. Last year $20,000 
was spent. 

Not only on the local ballot, but a statewide 
question, is the lottery referendum, which will 
decide whether or not the voters of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia are in favor of a state-run 
lottery. There are currently 21 other states that 
have their own lottery system. 



Getting to the candidates, who will help spend 
the money, there are three in the 8th Senate District 
race, with state Sen. A. Joe Canada Jr. a 
Republican, being opposed by Independent Louis 
M. Pace and Democrat Moody E. "Sonny" 
Stallings Jr. 

The 7th Senate District seirt, currently held by 
Democrat Garence A. Holland, is being contested 
by Independent Rae H . LeSesne. 

Del. Glenn R. Croshaw, a Draiocrat elected to 
the 81st District House seat laM yrar in a special 
el«^ion to replace Owen B. Pickett, who was elec- 
ted to Congress, finds himself opposed by 
Republican I^urd J. Hu^es. 

Del. H.R. "Bob" Purkey, a Republican, is 
unoppos^ for the 82nd District seat and Democrat 
J.W. "Klly" O'Brien is unopposed for the 83rd 
House I^trict Mat. 

Likewise, Olou B. McOanan. Draiocrat, has 
no opposition for the 84th House District seat and 
RepuMi<»n Robert TaU is uno^wied in the 85th 
HouM IXstrict.

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HO V lanes 
need more 
traffic 



The HOV lanes which almost 
everyone dislikes have come to 
my attention lately. 

Until recently, I was hardly 
ever involved in the rush-hour 
traffic, and it seemed when I 
was, I was usually headed in the 
opposite direction. 

I have observed, with humor 
sometimes, that some people 
avoid the lanes, even when they 
could use them. For instance, 
you ^re supposed to have three 
people in a vehicle betwwn the 
hours of 6 and 9 a.m. when you 
are headed inbound.

If vehicles without three 
riders who intend to travel the 
entire HOV lane in the morning 
and evening were allowed to use 
it, I'm sure it would help the 
traffic situation, IF it could be 
monitored properly. 

That would also help prevent 
some accidents as you wouldn't 
have people getting in the HOV 
lane for just a mile or two and 
then cut all the way over to their 
exit. 

This all may be too confusing 
for police to regulate, but it 
might be worth considering. 

Anything to help the traffic 
congestion should be worth 
looking into. 

I'd also be in favor of tokens 
for use at the toll booth. 

I had a friend who recently 
wound up in exact change lane 
by accident and she only had 
tickets.

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Mosquitos are all 
in a day's work

Ask Phil Meekins what he did 
at work today and he's likely to 
tell you that he counted 
mosquitos as they landed on him. 
Or he might say he collected 
samples from a truck as it 
sprayed a dense chemical fog. At 
the very least he spent his day 
categorizing and studying those 
pesky irritants known as 
mosquitos. 

Phil Meekins is a Biologist for 
the Virginia Beach Mosquito 
Control Commissions. His job is 
to monitor larvae and adult 
mosquito populations that plague 
the city. 

There are two ways to monitor 
mosquitos and neither is very 
much fun. The first method is the 
New Jersey light trap. The traps 
are strategically placed around 
the Lynnhaven District. A sensor 
turns on a light when it is dark. 
When a mosquito flies towards 
the light a fan pulls it down into a 
box. Meekins periodically em- 
pties the box and brings the sam- 
ples back to his laboratory. 

The light trap and landing rate 
test may seem simple but they are 
successful and have been around 
since the 1940's. The light trap 
test helps Meekins determine 
what kind of mosquito is 
prominent in a specific area. 
Considering there are SO different 
species common to the state and 
lS-20 around the Hampton 
Roads area this is no easy task. 

The landing rate test goes a 
step further. Meekins explained, 
"Let's say you check the lamp 
and there are 1000 mosquitos. 
You might panic at the high 
number when actually a lot of 
them might npt even be attracted 
to people." That's where the lan- 
ding rate test comes in. 

Checking the landing rate of 
mosquitos is exactly what it 
sounds like. Meekins stands still 
in the middle of a suspected 
problem area for a few minutes 
and lets mosquitos land on him.

prepare information on disad- 
vantages, but Moss declined 
saying that he had understood it 
was the city's position not to take 
sides. He said that the material 
prepared by the staff would be 
perceived as an endorsement by 
Council. 

The ballot question asks voters 
whether or not the City Charter 
should be changed to limit the 
amount of general obligation 
debt City Council can issue each 
year to one-fourth of one percent 
of the assessed value of taxable 
real estate in the city. The present 
charter provision allows Council 
to issue in a calendar year no 
more than $10 million plus the 
amount of principal on outstan- 
ding debt retired during the year. 
Another provision allows Coun- 
cil to issue in a calendar year an 
additional $8 million for highway 
purposes provided 20 percent of 
the amount in the previous 
provision Is sp«it for highway 
purposes. The latter provision 
has never been used because it 
was not approved by the citizens 
in a referendum.

Source reduc- 
tion, getting rid of the standing 
water where mosquitos breed, is a 
year-round job and the most 
economical and efficient way to 
fight the population. The second 
step is larvaciding which consists 
of putting a chemical, harmful 
only to mosquitos, into the 
unremovable water. Meekins 
refers to the third method, 
spraying or adulticiding, as the 
"last ditch effort." The most 
visible of the three methods, it is 
the least effective and most ex- 
pensive. It is necessary, however, 
to combat adult mosquitos since 
it is impossible to remove or treat 
all standing water where 
mosquitos hatch. 

Meekins and the crew at the 
Mosquito Control Commission 
fight a year-long battle. Although 
mosquitos are very weather 
oriented there is no definite 
season. "For example," Meekins 
said, "during the summer of 1985 
there was a semi-drought and no 
water for mosquitos to breed. 
Later that year when hurricane 
Gloria hit we had a huge out- 
break of saltwater marsh 
mosquitos." 

Meekins pointed out that 
mosquito eggs which freeze 
during the winter thaw unharmed 
in the spring. To get rid of the 
frozen eggs crews regrate, clear 
and create ditches during the win- 
ter months. 

The mosquito control crew is 
always ready to handle any out- 
break that comes its way. As for 
Meekins, don't be surprised if 
you see him standing perfectly still 
in a swarm of mosquitos the rest 
of us are avoiding. After all, it's 
all in a day's work.

Contlaiied from ptgc 1 
or after serving a penitentiary 
sentence. In the latter, the per- 
son would be on parole super- 
vision. 

Plante, who has only been in 
his present position for six 
months, having served nine 
years as a corrections officer 
and one and a half as a coiin- 
selor, recalled his most 
horrifying experience while at 
St. Brides. 

"I had only been working 
about two months," he said, 
"and was on the midnight to 8 
a.m. shift in a cellblock by 
myself. I went in to wake up an 
inmate for breakfast and he had 
taken a razor to both his arms. 
There was blood all over the 
walls as well as the ceiling." 

"But he lived," Plante said. 
"It took about 75 stitches to 
sew him up, but he was back the 
next day. The guy was 
depressed after receiving a 
•Dear John' letter from his 
wife." 

Plante's lone experience in a 
threatening situation came in 
1980, when he was on a riot 
team sent to quell an uprising at 
Powhatan Correction Center 
near Richmond. Some 600 in- 
mates were involved in that 
disturbance with several of- 
ficers and inmates receiving in- 
juries, one seriously. 

Plante pointed out that there 
are approximately 10,400 of- 
fenders incarcerated 
throughout the state at an an- 
nual cost of $15,000 per person, 
an annual cost of $156 million. 

There are 21 ,076 persons 
being supervised throughout 
the Commonwealth by 409 
probation and parole officers 
with an average cost of $820 per 
person. If the additional 21,076 
were jailed, it would cost an 
additional $316 million dollars 
annually to taxpayers. 

Persons on supervision con- 
tribute to the economy, Plante 
said. They must work while un- 
der supervision and pay taxes. 
Many have families which they 
can support without the wife 
and children asking for public 
assistance. 

Asked what type of problems 
are inherent to his pc^tion, 
Plante cited understafflng, lack 
of public awareness and stress. 

"In our office the average of- 
ficer works 45-50 hours per 
week," Plante said. Because of 
the media focus on prisons, the 
needs of the officers in the 
district until recently got very 
little attention. "We make a 
difference and through our 
work with clients, we can detect 
and even prevent criminal 
behavior." However, when 
client/officer ratios are 120 to 
one, the effectiveness is 
lessened and the threat to the 
community increased. 

"The general public often 
doesn't realize these clients are 
humans in need of guidance 
and sometimes just someone to 
show concern," he continued. 

"And the position is a high 
stress job. There are too many 
factors to enumerate, but it 
takes a well skilled and highly 
organized individual to carry 
out the tasks on a long term 
basis," Plante added. 

His job isn't without its 
bright spots, however. "Getting 
a phone call from a former 
client just to say hello or thank 
you is especially gratifying," 
Plante stated. 

His office doesn't make 
arrests when a client is in 
violation of his parole or 
probation. A capias, which is 
an arrest warrant, is issued and 
the police handle it. 

Plante seemed particularly 
proud of an event that took 
place on Dec. 8, 1978. 

"I organized the first foot- 
ball game between inmates and 
officers with full equipment 
while I was at St. Brides," he 
said. "It was the only time it 
was ever done. The officers 
didn't want to do it again." 

"It was a clean, but very 
rough game," he added. "The 
inmates won, 20-6. Everyone 
enjoyed it and it was really 
fun!" 

Plante, who is single, resides 
near his office in the KempsviUe 
area, and enjoys reading, 
writing and working out at a 
local gym when he has some 
spare time.

Beach Constitution Day 
celebrates bicentennial 



Two hundred years ago, the 
United States Constitution was 
created to guarantee the rights of 
the citizens of the United States.

Davis Reed, president of the 
Princess Anne County/Virginia 
Beach Historical Society. The 
maricer designates the site of the 
Princess Anne Courthouse and

City of Virginia Beach's 
celebration of the Constitution's 
bicentennial. 

Following the cpremony, a 
walking tour of historic Kem- 
psville was led by Dr. Steven 
Mansfield, Virginia Wesleyan 
College professor of history who 
is currently writing a book about 
Princess Anne County.

The Kempsville 

Playhouse has 
grownup

Back in 1977, the Kempsville 
Playhouse opened its doors at the 
Kempsville Recreation Cotter to 
a smes of plays, performii^ vts 
classes and a puppet show or two. 

Celebrating its 10th anniver- 
sary season, the Playhouse now 
has 90 theatrical productions to 
its credit. Over 60,000 theatre 
goers have enjoyed its perfor- 
mances and thousands of actors 
and actresses have graced its 
stage. The number of roles has 
doubled in the past three years, 
auditiones have tripled, 14 of 18 
youth productions sold out this 
year, and class registration is 
higher than ever. 

Plays are just one aspect of the 
ongoing educational recreation 
program of feted by the Per- 
forming Arts unit of the Viri^a 
Beach I^partment of Parks and 
Recr^tiQB. The unit i^o offers 
performing ut« pnd ({aiioe classes 
for adults and children, organizes 
the Arts in the Parks series and 
provides performance support to 
city-wide festivals. 

The KemiMville Playhouse is 
the embodiment of the term 
"community theatre," drawing 
on performers and support 
volunteers from within the com- 
munity. Cast, seamstresses, 
ushers, and makeup ar- 
tists — all come from within the 
local commtinity. 

The Playhouse shares the 
distinction of having one of only 
three municipal programs in the 
state that mounts its own shows. 
The Performing Arts unit 
produces and directs all shows 
for the Playhouse, with five full- 
time and nine part-time em- 
ployees to pull it all together. 

Scripts are chosen on the basis 
of wide audience appeal, and are 
frequently plays that have been 
made into movies. Not just a 
recreational outlet for spectators, 
the nayhouse jnovides an ot>por- 
tunity for local perfoitners and 
people interested in technical 
th^tre production to put their 
talents to use. 

Al Chewning, captain with the 
Virginia Beach Fire Department, 
started working with the Kemps- 
ville Playhouse during last year's 
One Act Festival. He recently ap- 
peared as Henry in two perfor- 
mances of "The Lion in Win- 
ter." 

"I've been doing shows since 
high school and have auditioned 



for commercials and movie 
roles," said Chewning. "I have 
to say that the people at the rec 
center are as professional as any 
I've worked with. The Kempsville 
Playhouse offers a real variety of 
shows . . . a>medies, musicals, 
dramas . . . there is always an 
opportunity to get involved." 

In addition to appealing to 
seasoned actors, the Kempsville 
Playhouse also provides novices a 
chance, either in a production or 
in a performing arts class. 

According to Tom Magee, 
program supervisor for perfor- 
ming arts, "The Kempsville Play- 
house is a real 'grass roots' ef- 
fort.

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Lottery, YES 



A lottery could be operating In the Old I^minion by 
early next year if Virginians approve the referendum Nov. 
3. The exact wording of the question on the ballot: "Shall 
the 1987 Act of the General Assembly which establishes a 
state-operated lottery in Virginia become effective?" This 
is NOT an advisory referendum. If it pass^, the lottery 
will go into effect. 

Earlier this year, lawmakers In Richmond voted 68*32 in 
the House of Delegates and 24- IS in the Senate to have a 
referendum. Most legislators, however, po-sonally oppose 
the lottery. Most Virginians, however, want a lottery. Sur- 
veys have consistently shown a lottery is favored by a 
margin of more than 2-to-l . This support comes from all 
regions as well as all income, fiicial, religious and age 
groups. That's why the legislators refused to decide the 
issue, preferring to leave it up to the voters. 

The lottery seems to be a plan of action whose time has 
come. Twenty-seven states plus the District of Columbia 
already have lotteries. And each of the 23 states that do 
not have a lottery, with the possible exception of Utah, is 
considering initiating one. Even the federal government is 
studying proposals for the creation of a national lottery. A 
(insistent 60 percent of the U.S. population favors lot- 
teries. 

Why the clamor for lotteries? That's easy. Lotteries 
raise money for the state to be used to pay for projects 
such as education, health and social services. And it is 
done voluntarily. If you don't want to play, you don't 
have to. Proponents says this is better than increasing 
taxes that everybody has to pay. 

How much money for Virginia? According to a study by 
the Senate Finance Committee, a Virginia lottery will 
produce $200 million without raising a penny in taxes. It 
will keep lottery revenue in Virginia rather than Maryland, 
West Virginia and the District of Columbia. 

Maryland officials estimated that 30 percent of the par- 
ticipants in their lottery are Virginians. Many of the hot- 
test-selling areas for the new West Virginia lottery are 
along the Virginia border. And the three top winners in the 
3-year-old Washington, D.C. lottery have been from 
Virginia. 

Opponents say a lottery will fuel illegal gambling and 
other crimes. The Virginia State Lodge of the Fraternal 
Order of Police, representing 6,500 working police of- 
ficers, doesn't think so. The organization has endorsed the 
lottery, 

Opponents say the poor will play the lottery In 
disproportionate numbers. The Senate Finance Commit- 
tee says the average lottery expenditure per person will be 
$2.38 a week. And surveys show that the majority of 
players are middle-income, $18,000 to $34,000 a year. 

The fact Is that a state-run lottery is a proven method of 
raising revenue for better government without raising 
taxes. Not one of the 27 states already operating a lottery 
has terminated the game. Just the opposite — it's full 
speed ahead everywhere. 

Thomas Jefferson said a lottery is a "wonderful thing, 
k is taxation on the willing." Tom was wrong. It is not 
taxation. Wonderful is arguable. But it is voluntary and it 
will keep Virginia money in Virginia for worthwhile 
projects of benefit to the Commonwealth. The referen- 
dum deserves a YES vote. — H.B.

Low fat diets can be 
harmful tochildren 



Many Virginia Beach r«idents 
have recently become aware of 
Uw health benefits of a diet lower 
in fat. High fat diets have been 
associated with increased risk of 
sm>ke, heart attack and caoco-. 
But many people also assume 
tluit if a low fat diet is good for 
an adult, it must also be good for 
children, including young infan- 
ts. According to a new booklet 
from the American Institute for 
Cancer Research that could be a 
soitws mistake. 

The American Institute for 
Caiu^ Research notes that while 
adults should limit fat in their 
diets, fat is an essential dietary 
element for developing children. 
Attonpting to restrict dietary fat 
for children under 18 months of 
^e. by limiting them to sidm 
milk or low fat solid foods, may 
result in babies not getting the fat 
nec»sary for normal devdt^ 
ment of tl^r brains aiui nayam 
sjatems.

The Institute notes that as a 
baby is switcl^ over to solid 
foods it is important to begin 
teaching the child positive eating 
habits.

It is also a good 
time to limit sweets. Although 
even newborn babies se«n to be 
bom liking sweets, studies have 
indicted that what the baby is 
fed daring the first year may in- 
fluoice his taste for sweets later 
on.

In 1873, Mark Twain said of 
newspapers, "The Newspapo' is 
a tremendous power. It can make 
or mar any mui's reputation. It 
has perfect fre^lom to call the 
best man in the land a fraud and 
a thief, and he is destroyed 
beyond help." This century old 
truth is magnified many fold 
today in light of AP's, UPI's, 
radios, newspapers, and the chief 
offender, television. 

The awesome power of the 
media today shapes and defines 
public opinion, and is the direct 
and proximate cause of men's 
political fortune, for good or 
bad. It brings down presidmtial 
aspirants Uke Gary Hart, laun- 
dries the transgressions of Jim 
and Tammy Bakker, hammers 
away at Presidential error, erases 
cheaters like,Sen. Bideii, nit picks 
at Robertson, and utterly 
destroys undeserving men, like 
Judge Bork. 

Its army of editorialist, 
newsmen, and TV news reporters 
have the capability of gathering, 
writing, printing, publishing, 
distributing and airing news with 
or without taint. Today, 
unremarkable remarks, from un- 
disclosed sources, make 
headlines, to the detriment of 
good men, and no requirement of 
confirmation is made of the 
newspaper or TV commentator. 
The media can best be described 
as tale-bearers, who ckuly alter 



the truth in order to curry favor 
or impune the spoken word of 
important people. Courts requite 
testimony to be collaborated, the 
Bible lays. "Out of the mouths 
of two or three, let evoyAing be 
established," and conubbn s<mse 
requires some accountability of 
the media. 

luring the Froich R^^lution 
people were so desensitized to. the 
continuing daily execution of the 
Aristocracy, by the Pc^ulace, 
that the bored "Knitting 
Women" just nodded and coun- 
ted as the guillotine decapitatni 
French Nobility. Today, the same 
lethargy that was peculiar to 
those watching women is |H-esent, 
as we watch heads roll on a 
national level, in America. 

The media, from the daily 
newspapers to Ted Koppel's 
Nightltne helps mtrtivate and 
determine public opinioa. Hk 
media » not servant to politics, 
and ongoing national events, but 
rather calls the shots, by 
carefully selecting its targets. The 
media is in a position of control, 
and is therefore able to decat»tate 
targeted individuals without ac- 
coimting to anyone. As David 
Haltwrstam, an ex-New York 
Times reporter has written, th^ 
are "The Powers That Be." Our 
reaction to the daily rise and fall 
of men in politics and position is 
"ho hum, there goes another 
one."

read. The connnentary or report 
is ac»pt«l as gospd and media 
reporting (^ntinues to go u»* 
checked. 

Our blind accqjtamx of media 
repoitlng his givra ft^ re^pi to 
both newq^ier and TV. Tlie 
media's impUed duty to report 
the news honestly, m a careful, 
concise, and dear Toamm has 
feme unchecked fortttp k^. 

News media contrds the air- 
waveds and printed word, and yet 
is fuUy protected by oiir Con- 
stitution's First Amendment. It 
has the capability of making evil 
appear good, and good appew 
evil. What then is the a^wer? 

Man climbs mountains, foes to 
outer space, navigates the seas, 
butlds empires, ud attempts to 
ov^ome all obstacles, while 
searching for the truth, and yet 
steadfastly refuses to look for the 
hand of the Lord in what iw 6oes, 
He seldom stoi» to ecanune his 
motives and responsibility to 
othors. He never looks within 
himself. It is .past time for men 
and women of the nMdia fo 
examine their motives, and 
responsiUlity to the public, for 
the continuing benefit of all, and 
grace to good men.

disabled. Hoffenberger ex- 
plained that "since this 
prc^ram was experimental in 
nature, we chose kids from a 
poup that we already knew. 
We knew what disabilities to 
exp«:t and were able to prepare 
for them. The Marine Camp 
was an ideal opportunity to in- 
volve these kids in another 
program." 

After completion of the 
program, evaluations pronoun- 
ced it an excellent learning ex- 
perience for everyone concer- 
ned. Campers learned about the 
marine oiviroiunent, and the 4- 
H volunteer teen leaders gar- 
nered valuable skills in dealing 
with handicapped people. 
Orguiizers of the program were 
abte to analyze the results and 



begin making iinprovementsfor 
next year's camp. 

"This is the first Marine 
Camp for handicapped kid*> in 
the state," said Hoffenberger. 
"We try to do innovative 
programs here in Virginia 
Beach, and by taking the l^d, 
encourage othn* 4-H groups to 
try new thinp as well." 

It's this type of new 
programming that has kept 4-H 
alive through its 80-year historj 
making it an exciting and 
fulfilling activity for the kids 
and volunteers who uphold' the 
values of head, heart, health 
and hands.

Comer had referred to the 
availability of $1.8 million in the 
dty's budget. 

Moss quesdoned the statonoit. 

Hdsdiober explained that the 
dty has $1.61 inlllion allocated 
for the purchaM of property on 
the east side of the Pavilion for 
munidpal uses. He said that as of 
1 1 a.m. that morning, the deal 
was off because the owner asked 
for more than the city was 
willing to pay. He said that the 
appraised price of the property 
was $1.1 million while the owner 
asked for $1.6 million with a bot- 
tomlirice of $i .4 miUlon. It's city 
policy, however, he said, to pay 
no more than 10 percoit more 
than the appraisal price for 
property. Even if the purchase 
came about, he said, the parties 
would agree that the deed not be 
executed prior to the next fiscal 
yvu. 

Another $200,000 would be 
available from the excess funds in 
the Lynnhaven marina project. 

Moss insisted that the dty has 
other unfunded liabilities. He 
said that this would be the first 
time he can remember obligating 
the end of the year fund balance 
before the end of the year. 

Voting against the ordinance 



were Councilwomen Barbara 
Henley, Reba McClanan, and 
Nancy Parker, and Councilman 
John D. Moss. Councilman 
Albert Balko was absent. In the 
previoiu 6-S vote refusing the ex- 
tension, Balko and Oberndorf 
vot«l with the majority along 
with Henley, McClanan, Parker 
and Moss. 

Oberndorf Monday had tried 
to have Rogers agree to sell the 
land to the dty for $1.8 milUon 
while he negotiated a sei»rate 
agreement to get the remaining 
funds from the committee. 

"You mean, give it to you for 
$1.8 million and what they send 
me in the mail? " he asked. 
"There's no way I can do that." 

Council can only be respon- 
sible for its part of the contract, 
Oberndorf said. 

"I am not the author of that," 
said Rogers. "Never, never have 
I asked the city to buy the ivoper- 
ty. I have an approved site plan. I 
paid $100,000 to ronove a deed 
restriction. I'm the seller but I'm 
the sdler the dtizois came to." 
He said he had had a contract to 
sell the property for $2.6 million. 

Corner pointed out that 
property was assessed by the dty 
at $2,625 million and that the 
project had enormous popular 
appeal. From 13,000 to ^,000 
persons made cash contributions. 

Rogers said that at $2,230,000 
he would not be making a penny 
on owning the land. He said he 
would simply recoup expensa 
and if he had to wait until 
December he would lose about 
$28,000. He said that he would 
have a tax advantage by selling 
the property to the dty. 

He said that because he had 
been permitted an increase in 
density for the property from 1 12 
to 133 units in a trade-off with 
the dty, the most recent appraisal 
of the property was for $3.1 
million. Hie 1986 appraisal was 
for $2.8 million.

AMENDMENT PROPOSAL 

TO BE VOTED ON AT 

THE NOVEMBER 3. 1987 

GENERAL ELECTION 

Pursuant to request of the 
City Council, the Circuit Court 
of the Gty of Virginia Beach 
has ordered a special election at 
the November 3, 1987 general 
election on the quntion of 
amending the Charter of the 
City of Virginia Beach to 
provide for the direct election 
of the City's School Board and 
to grant the elected School 
Board limited taxing authority. 
If the quKtion is approve at 
the election, the General 
Assembly will be requested to 
amend the City's Charter accor- 
dingly. 

The proposed amoidment to 
the Charter is summarized as 
follows: COMPOSITION 
AND ELECTION OF THE 
BOARD: S«:tion 16.02 of the 
Charter is amendni to provide 
that the term of office of mem- 
bers appointed to the School 
Board shall not extend beyond 
June 30. 1992. Section 16.03 is 
added and provides that effec- 
tive July 1. 19% the Sdiool 
Bourd shall be elected by the 
voters of the Gty at lar^. This 
section also provides that the 
elected School Board shall con- 
sist of 11 monbers, including 
the chairman, 1 membo' for 
each borough, to be elected by 
the voters of the Gty at large 
from among the residents of 
each of the 7 boroughs, and 3 
members and the chairman to 
be elected by and from the Qty 
at large. Section 16.04 provides 
that the first election of School 
Board members is to be held on 
the first Tueday in May, 1992, 
and the elected membo^ will 
take office on the first day of 
July, 1992. Members elected at 
tiie first election shall serve 
staggered terms, with no mem- 
ber serving a term of more than 



4 years. After the inilial elec- 
tion, all members and the 
chairman shall be el«:ted for 
terms of 4 years. Section I6.0S 
provides that v^aiKies on the 
School Board shall be fiUed for 
the unex|Nred terai pursuant to 
a majority vote of the 
remaining members of the 
School Board. Section 16.06 

provides that any registered 
and qualified voter of the City 
who has secured the signature 
of 123 voters on a petition 
properly filed and certified ^all 
have his name placed on the 
iHUlot for deetton to the Sdiool 
Boaitl. Any candidate seeking 
to represent a spedflc borough 
must physically reside in such 
borough. Section 16.07 
provides that the respon- 
sibilities and duties of the 
chairman shall be as i^ovided 
by goi^al law. Section 16.08 
provides that the viceK:hairman 
shall be elected by the m^ority 
of the members of the ^ool 
Board and shaU serve a tmn of 
2 years. BORROWING 
AUTHORITY: Section 16.09 
provides that the Sdiod Board 
is auth(Mi»d to issue bonds in 
an amount equal to3S4bof the 
City's annual bonding 
authority, which, pursuant to § 
6.03:1 of the Charter, does not 
require voter approval. The 
School Board shdl have no ad- 
ditional authority to borrow 
money unless approved by the 
voters in a referaidttm. Should 
the School Board fail to exer- 
dse any or all of its annual oi- 
titlemoit to issue such bonds 
without voter approval, the 
remainder of the School 
Board's entitiement shall not be 
exMdsed or othoivise used by 
the dty Coundl. No toon than 
IS'k of the School Board's 
total annual operating budget 
for a given fiscal year may be 
expended on debt service, and 
no issued bonded debt shall 
mature in excess of 29 years. 
TAXING AUTHORITY: Sec- 
tion 16.10 provides that the 



School Board is authorized to 
levy taxes oniaxable real estate 
within the city as a distinct and 
separate political subdivision. 
The School Board's function as 
(»n(xms such taxation shall be 
limited to the establishment of a 
percentage of the total tax rate 
applicable to real estate. TTie 
tax rate established by the 
School Board shall not exceed 
60% ot the total tax rate. The 
total tax rate is comprised of 
the rate established by the 
School Board added to the rate 
established by the city Council. 
The School Board shall have no 
authority concerning the 
valuation of real esute, billing 
or collection of taxes. The 
School Board shall establish its 
tax rate for the 1993 tax year on 
or before June 13, 1993, to 
become effwtive on July 1, 
1993. Prior to July 1, 1993, 
funding for education shall be 
as provided by general law. Sec- 
tion 16.11 provides that the 
School Board shall rneive 3% 
of all revenues raised and 
realized from all sources of 
taxes, exclusive of real estate 
taxes, levied by the City. This 
section also provides that the 
Oty shall have no responsibility 
for fui»ting public educ^on 
othor than as spedfied herein 
and in tiie preceding secticm, 
and shall b^me effiective on 
July 1. 1993. HOUSE 
KEEPING PROVISIONS: Sec- 
tion 16.12 provides tiiat in the 
event the Charter amendment 
conflicts with general statutes 
the Charter shall prevail. Sec- 
tion 16.13 provides that in Uie 
evmt Uwt any part, section, 
provision, sentmce, clause or 
phrase contained in Chatter 16 
of the Charter is adjudged in- 
valid, the ronainder of the 
Chapter shall ronain in effect 
uid unimpaired.

A home should suit owner style 



Indeed, there are many at- 
tractive features common to 
existing homes. One of the most 
basic of these is lower property 
taxes, because such local 
facilities as schools, neigh- 
borhoods, and shopping centers 
are already established. 
Existing houses also may have 
features like high ceilings, full 
basements, arched doorways, 
and solid .door that are not of- 
ten found in new homes. 

"Since a home is most likely 
the largest investment made, it 
is wise to invest in its upkeep," 
advises Tollivcr. "By conduc- 
ting regular maintenance today, 
thousand of dollars can be 
saved tomorrow." Painting the 
exterior, replacing damaged 
roof shingles, cleaning gutters, 
checking for signs of termites 
and other pests, and examining 
the patio, fireplace, sidewalks, 
and driveway for masonry aacks 
or tree-root damage can all be 
helpful in preventing costly 
repairs later. 

"It is important to invest the 
time and money it takes to 
make improvements to the 
home," says Tolliver. "But 
proper planning is also impor- 
tant. Updating the house, in- 
creasing its value and 



customizing living space can all 
be done for much less thaii the 
cost of a new house. " 

If the decision is made to 
enlist the services of a qualified, 
professional remodeling con- 
tractor to redesign or improve 
the home, the selection wdll be 
made easier by following these 
guidelines: 

•Employ one with an 
established business and 
reputation. Local firms can be 
checked through previous 
customers and the Better 
Business Bureau. They tstt tax- 
paying members of the com- 
munity and are compelled to 
perform satisfactory work if 
they want to survive in 
business. 

•Become familiar with the 
type of workmanship and 
quality of materials that will be 
required for the job. 

•Solicit two or three bids for 
the work and do not blindly ac- 
cept the lowest. Ask the con- 
tractor who submitted it why 
his bid is so low. Sometimes a 
higher price may be worth the 
money. 

•Get everything in writing, 
including what the contractor 
will and won't do, such as daily 
cleanup of the premises or 
cleanup upon completion of the 



job. 

•Think carefully before 
signing a contract. Read 
through it a second time. 
Is everything understandable? 
Does the commitment for 
payment include what is really 
wanted? Is the price fair? If 
something isn't written into the 
contract, it probably won't be 
received. So know all the facts 
before spending hard-earned 
money. 

"Make sure that the 
remodeling plans are consistent 
with the rest of the houses in the 
neighborhood," says Tolliver. 

Finally, it may be necessary 
to obtain financing for the 
project. An option is to take 
out a second mortgage and put 
that money right back into the 
house. This may amount to as 
much as 80 percent of the ap- 
praised value of the house, 
minus the unpaid balance from 
the original mortgage. 

A second option is to 
refinance the house, which 
requires paying off the original 
mortgage and taking out a new 
and larger loan. If the 

remodeling project is modest, a 
personal loan may be required 
to cover the cost.

But Practical Homeowner's 
Remodeling Survey found thti 
homeowners who hope to 
recoup their remodeling in- 
vestments should study the 
local real estate market, making 
improvements appropriate to 
their neighborhood that buyers 
want and are willing to pay for. 
Practical Homeowner polled 
professional appraisers from 
across the country on 23 com- 
mon home improvement 
projects and found that 
remodeling paybacks can vary 
widely from one area of the 
country to the next. Installing 
central air conditioning, for in- 
stance, would return 199 per- 
cent of its cost in Houston, but 
only 71 percent in Chicago. 

After deciding to go ahead 
with a remodeling project. 
Practical Homeowner suggests 
doing as much of the work 
yoursdf as possible to save 



money. Contractors charge an 
average S3,500 to build a deck, 
but the cost is just SI ,060 if you 
do the work yourself. And an 
exterior paint job returns a 
whopping 1,003. percent of its 
cost if you do the work. 



While regional differences 
make it impossible to find the 
"perfect" home improvement, 
a safe bet would be an interior 
facelift of new paint, 
wallpaper, carpet and linoleum, 
according to the survey.

Wallpapering made easy 



Wallpapering can be a for- 
bidding^ooking job. However, 
hanging wallpaper is one of the 
first do-it-yoursdf (DIY) tasks 
homeowners and apartment 
dwello-s tackle after they have 
mastered painting and 
caulking.

Blinds offer insulation 



Windows are the second 
largest cause of heat loss in the 
home. Hie average home has 12 
windows and these windows 
can contribute significantly to 
heat loss or gain. This direct 
rebuicmship is reflected on your 
utility bill each month. Glass is 
an excellent heat conductor, 
while being a poor insulator. 
Therefore, the key to year 
'round energy efficient window 
decor is balancing personal 
decorating requirements with 
sun, view and the patterns of 
nature. 

When selecting Venetian 
blmds and window treatments, 
several factors should be con- 
sidered: solar reflectivity, 
closure, insulation qualities, 
how the Mind treatment will fit 
the wimlow and air circulation 
within the room. 

A variety of tests done on 
Venetian blinds over the past 
few years by independent 
testing laboratories for nmjor 
window treatment manufac- 
turers show that blinds tend to 
cut b^ween 20 pocoit and 70 



percent of radiated heat gain. A 
light metallic color reflective 
surface used on the window has 
also been shown to be advan- 
tageous to solar reflectivity. Of- 
dinary micro and mini blinds, 
when closed, will help reduce 
taetgy loss in winter and un- 
necessary heat gain through 
glass in summer. They also 
provide no "light-leak" when 
closed, so therefore offer a con- 
tinuous insulating barrier yrar- 
round. 

Installation which allows the 
least amount of space between 
the blind and the window is 
best. The blinds should fit 
snugly within the window 
frame to contribute to its ef- 
ficiency. When used with 
draperies, valances, lam- 
brequins and otha decorative 
fabric top treatments, energy 
efficiency is increased. 

Although the sun's li^t and 
heat should be obstructed on 
some windows, it is a good 
practice to leave some operable 
windows unobstructed to vent 
any excess heat and to collect

cooHng breezes. For example, 
the afternoon sun is pouring in 
through the western exposure, 
and there are also windows on 
the northern or southern ex- 
posures in a room. Blinds on 
the western exposure should be 
shut tightly in the summer to 
prevent heat gain. Blinds on the 
other exposures should be 
opened for cooling ventilation. 
In winter, the opposite would 
be true. Blinds on the western 
exposure should be opened to 
admit the sun's heat, while 
blinds on the shaded exposures 
should be tightly closed to 
prevent heat loss.

Out of all the energy used by 
the typical American home, 60 
percent goes for heating and air 
conditioning! 

For the typical American, 
who likes to save money, that's 
one great big opportunity. 

Significant amounts of 
energy aiui the money it costs 
can be saved by a^ng in- 
sulation, weather stripping, 
caulking, stonn win(k)ws and 
doors to houses that need them, 
according to Edison Electric In- 
stitute (EEI), the association of 
investor-owned electric utilities. 

All of these improvemoits 
aim for one simple goal: to 
prevent hoU from moving in 
the wrong direction. During 
cold weather, heat must be kept 
from leaving the home; and in 
the air-conditioning season, 
heat must be prevented from 
coming inside. 

It pays to control heat flow. 
EEI reports that upgrading a 

Buy wood 
furniture 

(•Examine all wood furniture 
With a hand as well as the eye. 
Inspect the finish for scratches 
and insist on smoothness. 
Rough areas suggest inadequate 
sanding. Beware of streaks, 
bubbles, drips or lacquer runs, 
excess flnish materials in cor- 
ners and one-dimensional wood 
grain finishes. 

•Operate all movfaig parts. 
Remove <frawers, table leaves, 
trays, doors and adjustable 
shehres and make sure they all 
function properly. 

•EiuimiiM the sturdiness of 
the drawer's assembly, making 
sure that hardware is strong, 
has no r(»lgh edges and is 
bolted from the inside. Also 
check to see that the side and 
back pan^ are joined by stur- 
dy, close-fitting dovetailed join- 
ts. The interior of the drawer 
should have a smooth fmish to 
prevent fabric snags. 



poorly insulated older home to 
adequate standards can reduce 
its energy bill for heating and 
cooling by as much a&one half! 
Even upgrading a modo-ately- 
insulateid new home can save 20 
to 30 percent on its heating and 
cooling bills. The initial cost 
may be paid back by energy 
savings in as little as two to 
Mven years, and after that it's 
all profit. 

It's a good idea to get some 
expert advice before purdiasing 
toob and materials, but all of 
these iMTOjects aie within the 
skills of most handy do-it- 
yoursdfers. 

Caulking is probably the 
easiest job. All it takes is a 
caulking "gun" and cartridges 
of thick flowing caulking com- 
pound, and a little practice. Its 
purpose is to fill up cracks 
around door and window 
frames or anywhere else that let 
air flow between inside and out- 
side. 




•Check for evenly hung 
doors and sectirely attached 
hardware, properly secured 
glass and sturdy, level shelves 
with sufficient support. 

•Finally, find out how to care 
for the furniture^ Check hang 
tags and manufactures' in- 
structions for any special care 
concerns. 



Cracks may be found by 
feeling for air flow inside, 
especially on a windy day, or by 
using a flashlight at night to see 
if light shines througji to the 
other side. Old caulking should 
be checked periodically; if it has 
cracked or loosened, it should 
be replaced. 

Cracks or gaiM mAy also be 
closed by wratherstiipping, 
pressed against surfam or into 
openings. 

A small crack may not seem 
like a problem, but a little 
arithmetic is enlightening, If a 
40 1^ 83 inch (kiv b sunoan- 
ded by a gap only t/16 inlhi 
wide, that gap totals more than 
15 square inches in area. That's 
like having a hole the size of a 
brick through the wall. It pays, 
obviously, to close it. In fact, 
air leakage may claim up to 30 
or 40 percent of a home's an- 
nual heating and cooling costs. 

Good insulation is equally 
important, and the easiest areas 



to insulate are usually an 
unheated attic and a floor over 
an unheated basement or crawl 
space. 

The insulation is. installed on 
the unh«ited side, with a vapor 
barrier facing the h«ited side to 
IM-event moisture frcm coming 
through and condensing inside 
the insulation. Where ap- 
propriate, loose insulation may 
be pMured over a separately- 
installed vapor barrier. In- 
sulating batts or blankete with 



attachea vapor barriers need 
only be unrolled, cut to length 
and, if necessary, stapled to 
joists or supported by rods or 
wire mesh. 

Where insulation has already 
been installed, more insulation 
can be overlaid. No additional 
vapor barrio* should be added, 
because it would only trap 
moisture inside the existing in- 
. sulation.

Natural gas 
fireplaces 
are cleaner 

Natural gK firqdaoe logs or 
a gf& fireplace insert can reduce 
air polluti(m and save money 
for homeowners, according to 
the American Oas Association. 
An A.G.A analyds shows 
that the use of natural gas in 
fireplaces can save as much as 
SO percent when ccMnpared to 
the cost of using firewood. 

According to housing in- 
dustry statistics, 62 percent of 
all new homes buOt in the 
United States in 1^6 had one 
or more fireidaces. Curroitly, 
nearly a fourth of the nation's 
new home builders offer 
natural gas outlets in fireplaces. 
The cost of heating an 
average room with a gas log or 
fireplace insert ranges from 14 
to 60 cents pa hour. By using 
such auxiliary heating, 
homeowners can turn down 
their thermostats and. reduce 
monthly heating bills by as 
mudi as 40 percent, the A.G.A. 
study says. 

The estimated annual 
operating cost for gas logs is 
S74.40. based on use of a 
20,000 Btu per hour unit 600 
hours per heating seastm. 

A.G.A. says that burning 
natural gas instead of wood 
reduces air pollution because 
natural gas is much cleaner 
burning than wood.

Speakers call for compassion 
in understanding city's poor

Speakers at a public hearing 
Monday urged city council to 
reevaluate policies on spending 
Community Development Block 
Grant funds and to use some of 
the money to provide low-cost 
housing for the poor. 

They also said that the city's 
zoning laws were obstacles to 
establishing emergency shelters 
for the homeless. 

The hearing is r^uired by the 
U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) to 
obtain citizens' comments on 
housing and community 
development issue needs and 
proposals for the use of CDBG 
funds. 

The Citizen Advisory Commit- 
tee and the Housing and Com- 
munity Development Department 
moved the hearing up from 
February to October to obtain 
comments prior to the develop- 
ment of the fiscal year 1988-89 
budget. At stake is the allocation 
of approximately $2.i million in 
CDBG funds for the 14th 
program year. The exact amount 
of the allocation will not be 
available until March or April of 
1988. 

Because housing has not kept 
pa(% with the needs, the city is 
referring its poor to Norfolk, 
PortsmoutI) and Chesapeake, 
Alice Taylor, of the St. Columbia 
Ecumenical Ministries, told 
Council. She said the p«}ple 
nMding housing are not from 
out-of state but local people - 
high school dropouts, the un- 
deremploy^, single parents with 
few marketable skills. "We send 
them to other cities so that they 
do not tarnish our image," she 
sait^» 



She said that the city should 
fund target areas from the 
general fund and set up a housing 
fund to build housing for the 
poor. She said that the city can 
participate. Inst«id of providing 
infrastriKture fw devdoped areas, 
the Block Grant funds should be 
used for low cost housing she 
said. Virginia Beach should be 
known as a city which takes care 
of its own. 

Judy Schorr, coordinator of 
social ministry of the Church of 
the Ascension and a member of 
the Coalition for the Homeless, 
asked Council to redirect its grant 
money and building housing. 

Block grant money has 
traditionally been used to provide 



infrastructure - roads, water and 
sewer, in target neighborhoods, 
areas with low-income property 
owners. The speakers would have 
the city provide the infrastructure 
for the urget areas through its 
goieral fund and to use the Block 
Grant money to establish a low- 
cost housing pool in which the 
city and developers would par- 
ticipate. 

The Rev. William Dale, past 
chairman of the Church of the 
Ascension, and a member of the 
Virginia Beach Coalition for the 
Homeless, said that housing is 
too expensive. He said the 
median cost of a two-bedroom 
apartment in Virginia Beach is

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Lottery Revenue 

Anixously awaiting the outcome of the Virginia lottery 
referendum are officials in Maryland, West Virginia, the 
CMstrict of Columbia and North Carolina. 

Creating the anxiety is the scare that a Virginia lottery 
will draw back into the Old Dominion substantial revenue 
that has been going across state lines as Virginians play 
neighboring lotteries. A September poll by the Richmond 
Times-Dispatch revealed that 45 percent of the Virginians 
in the survey have already played a lottery in another state. 

Yes, Virginians are now spending tens of millions on 
lottery tickets. Maryland officials estimated that 30 per- 
cent of the participants in their lottery are Virginians. The 
three top winners in the Washington D.C. lottery are from 
Virginia. And some of the hottest-selling areas for the 
West Virginia lottery are along the Virginia border. 

North Carolina does not yet have a lottery, but Tarheel 
legislators are nervously worried about the money that will 
flow to Virginia should the lottery be approved. Observers 
say it is all but certain North Carolina will soon join the 
growing number of lottery states. If Virginia says no to the 
lottery, no one has yet considered how much Old 
Dominion hard cash could gush across the 32S-mile border 
into the North Carolina treasury. It is unthinkable. 

If Virginia votes down the lottery Nov. 3, experts 
predict the issue will be dead for at least five years. By that 
time it is estimated that more than 40 states will have lot- 
teries — 27 are in place today. Also, the lottery states are 
already forming multistate lotteries and the federal gov- 
erment is considering the idea of a nationwide effort. 
Congressional proponents say a federal lottery would sup- 
plement, not replace, state lotteries. 

Like it or not, lotteries are flourishing. A constant 60 
percent of the U.S. population favors state-run lotteries. 
If not approved next Tuesday, Virginia will join Utah, 
North Dakota and maybe a half dozen other states over 
the next few years that will still be on the sidelines. Mean- 
while, across the nation, lottery income will pay for deser- 
ving projects such as education, health and social services. 
And we will wonder where our money went. — H.B. 



Special voter questions 

In addition to selecting political candidates and 
considering the lottery, Virginia Beach voters this 
Tuesday will also be asked to make some major 
decisions on one binding and four advisory 
questions which will affect the city's future. 

The advisory questions involve trees, money, 
roads and the school board. The binding question 
is over the construction, maintenance and 
renovation of recreational facilities. 

Techniadly, the questions are two types: The 
Charter Election (advisory referendum) questions 
determine whether citizens favor the issues presen- 
ted. If approved, these issues are then presented to 
the General Assembly to consider enabling 
legislation which will allow the city council to im- 
plement the ordinance. General Obligation Bon- 
ding Authorization (binding referendum) 
questions, if approved, require city council to take 
specific action. The only binding question on the 
ballot is in reference to funding for recreational 
centers. 

The following is a list of the five questions to ap- 
pear on the Nov. 3 ballot, along with an ex- 
planation and elaboration as to the exact im- 
plications of a yes or no vote. 

1^ Question (binding) — Shall the City of Vir- 
ginia Beach contract a debt and issue its general 
obligation bonds in the maximum amount of 
$32,850,000 pursuant to the City Charter and the 
Public Finance Act to provide funds, together with 
other available funds, to finance the acquisition, 
construction and equipping of community 
recreational facilities in each of the Lymihaven, 
Bayside and Princess Anne boroughs and 
renovation and improvement of the existing Bow 
Creek community recreational facility? 

ExplanatloD — To construct, equip and 
renovate recreation facilities. 1) Renovate existing 
Bow Creek Recreational Center, enclose patio and 
pool, generally upgrade and renovate. 2) Build 
three new centers in Bayside, Great N«;k and Prin- 
cess Anne. 3) New centers will include complete 
facilities, similar to Kempsville Recreation Center. 
Total cost: $32,850,000. Construction and 
operation will be fended by an iacrei^ of 3.8 <xa- 
ts. per $100 assessed real estate for real property 
value. 

A YES VOTE MEANS faciUties wiU be built and 
maintaii^. All facilities will be built at the same 
time. 

A NO VOTE MEANS facilities will not be built. 




Lottery and gambling 



Editor: 

On November the 3rd, ffiUy 
O'Brien's lottery proposal will be 
put before the p«)ple for a vote. 
Lottery proponents are confident 
they have the votes required to 
usher in "Legalized Gambling," 
and unless rural Virginia votes 
heavily, they could be right. 

There are several common 
arguments in support of gam- 
bling, and on behjdf of the "Aitfi- 
Lottery" folks I want to aamtf 
those pro-lottery alligations. 

The first assertkm is that 
people will gamble anyway, so 
let's legalize the lottery for the 
purpose of making more tax 
money. The funds generat^l by 
the lottery would be equivalent to 
about $25 per taxpayer per year. 
Virginia already has a surplus on 
hand, and has no business 
"prowling for suckers." 

The second argument is that 
Prohibition didn't work, and you 
can't legislate morality.

Virginia has no history 
of lottery playing and should not 
be party to a new vice. Laws 
should promote what is good and 
discourage what is bad. Some 
people are going to steal, rape, 
and murder, and commit racial 
discrimination; however, there is 
no reason to legalize these crimes. 
If something is morally wrong 
and bad public policy, the State 
should not legalize it or pronujte 
it. 

To those that say that a lottery 
is a painless, easy way to raise 

revenue, let me say that the 
social cost of legalized gam- 
bling is way too high. No one has 
computed exactly how much 
money a society loses in lost- jobs, 
lost work time, embozlement, 
check fraud, income tax evasion, 
and a host of broken lives, 
distraught family members, etc., 
from gambling-induced crime 



and compulsive gamblers. Voters 
who have no idea what the final 
cost of a lottery will be should 
not vote to approve it. 

Some proponoits say that all 
of life is a gsmUe, and they 
probably have a "Life is a 
Beach" bumper sticker on their 
car. They allege that a person 
could be hit by a truck on the way 
to work. Although it is true that 
life contains some risk, those 
ri^ are QOt artificially induced 
the way g^bling is. To coUect 
sometme's nKMiey on the gtuse of 
a "grand slam" when the odds 
are SOO.OOO to 1 is uncon- 
scionable and the same thing as 
stealing.

Anyone, even with iBDdest sums, 
can invest in the ttock market.

You cannot sell a 
worthless lottery ticket, and 
illusions don't pay diviclends. 

The lottery proponent's 
argument that the tottery will 
Engender hope into the 
frustrated, mundane lives of poor 
folks is worthless.

Gibbs correctly predicts that fluc- 
tuations in any one pf eight 
variables could leave the schools 
underfunded. The variables 
cited are: total real estate 
evaluations, amount of general 
sales tax, amount of other collec- 
ted Virginia Beach taxes, amount 
of state appropriations, amount 
of federal grants, amount of debt 
service, total mill rate, and the 
costs to run the schools. 

We know that the Standards of 
Quality are going to call for 
decreased class sizes in first grade 
and secondary English class sizes. 
There must certainly be doubt in 
regard to the other variables. If 
we were to have a recession and 
see a decrease in growth of real 
estate evaluatidns from the 
present 13% rate to a 7% rate, 
our schools would be underfun- 
ded. I don't think we should 
adopt a school funding formula 
dependent on continued

He indllB^or- 
ward and felt the heat sting his 
ears. 

"Get the nozzle up here and 
cool this place a little," he or- 
dered. 

The nozzleman slowly crawled 
up the several steps and opened 
the nozzle on a wide pattern. The 
hissing of the water bouncing off 
the hot walls could be heard out- 
side by the driver. He quickly 
closed the nozzle and advanced 
up the stairs. The captain pushed 
open a bedroom door and 
crawled over to a bed. The bed 
was empty. He searched the rest 
of the room and rejoined his men 
in the hallway. They crawled 
down the hall and the heat was 
very intense. The bedroom door 
right in front of them was on fire. 
Flames began to come through 
the partially burned door and roll 



across the ceiling over top their 
heads. 

"Hit it now," the captain 
shouted. The fire darkened down 
enough for them to move to the 
door frame. The firefighter again 
opened the nozzle and ex- 
tinguished the rest of the fire. 

Outside, the driver saw wheji 
the fire was hit because the smoke 
quickly changed to white steam. 
As additional fire apparatus 
arrived on the scene, the three 
firefighters came out to take a 
break. Their helmets were black 
and dripping soot almost as thick 
as oi|. One firefighter sat down 
and pulled off his mask only to 
find his neck was severely 
blistered. 

The three firefighters found no 
one inside. The family was on 
vacation. This type of fire hap- 
pened over 581,500 times in the 
United States during 1986 alone. 
3,830 people died in fires and 113 
firefighters died putting those 
fires out. Property damage was in 
excess of S6.5 billion. Virginia 
Beach fire unijs responded to 562 
house fires in 1986. Total fire 
damage just in those homes was 
over one and a half million 
dollars, r- 

Do us all a favor; install smoke 
detectors and go by any fire 
station in Virginia Beach and ask 
for a pamphlet on fire safety.

tfolio insurance account for the 
excesses, have the U.S. and world 
economies sustained so much 
damage that the correction now 
becomes a self-fulfilling prophesy 
and all economic cycles do turn 
down? 

I think it is worth pointing out 
some significant differences bet- 
ween now and 1929 that leaves 
the possibility that this crash may 
have been a huge 1962 style 
correction. First of all, back in 
'29, the economy was showing 
signs of trouble which is not the 
case in 1987. 

Industrial production con- 
tinues to improve and if the first 
100 companies to report third 
quarter earnings are any in- 
dication, total third quarter 
profits will far exceed very 
aggressive estimates. In addition. 



infiation has been much better 
behaved than expected. These are 
not economic indicators that 
compare in any way with 1929. 

Secondly, in '29 the fed 
tightened money supply and 
rates. They most surely will not 
repeat that mistake. Although 
between a rock and a hard place, 
the fed will create enqmh 
liquidity to offset the enormous 
loss of wealth worldwide while 
making it cl«ur that this massive 
stimulus will be short-lived and 
not a reflation. 

In the meantime, pray for a 
frog prince. Great leaders 
generally emerge when nations 
are in trouble. Trouble is not ap- 
parent yet the U.S., and the best 
we can hope for is that when it 
becomes so, a "dwarf will turn 
into a giant. It's a hell of a gam- 
ble when the stakes are so large, 
but that's the way it is.

The City of Virginia 
Beach and the Design 
Collaborative, Architects, were 
named as recipients of the award. 

Computer analysis of 
prdiminary design alternatives 
predated that lighting and air 
conditioning would generate 
seventy-seven percent of the 
hiildln^'^ energy costs. In order 



to diminish these costs, the 
Library's design features a 
unique shape that collects natural 
daylight and shades the windows 
during hot summer months. 

Other energy conservation 
features include automatic light 
dimmers, a white roof to reflect 
heat, and high levels of in- 
sulation. East and west facing 
windows were eliminated from 
the design and existing windows 
use tinted glass to admit more 
visible light and less solar heat. 

The Central Library is located 
at 4100 Virginia Beach Boulevard 
and ii scheduled to open in 
January 1988.

Very impc^itant issues are before 
the public. It is up to the public to respond. Think 
first, then vote.

actually be shackled by the "lotto 
playing" and they can last af- 
ford it. It is seven times more 
likely that one is struck by light- 
ning than that you win at the lot- 
tery, and that's before taxes. 

Lastly, to the argument thM 
States legalize tobacco and 
alcohol and share in their 
distribution, via taxation, and the 
lottery is no differ»t, morally, 1 
would say, "WHOA". 

Whatever the morality of 
Iqidized tobacco and liquor, they 
are quite different in two respec- 
ts: flrst, states do not promote 
tobatxo and liquor use in the 
same fashion states promote the 
lott^y. No state commissioner of 
alcohol or tobacco boast publicly 
of increased liquor and tobacco 
usage, with increased excise tax 



revenue. With the lottery in place 
the state will become like a 
"sidewalk hawker". Second, 
both liquor and tobacco use are 
custom, and deeply ingrained 
cultural habiu. It would be very 
difficult for the state to ban such 
things (albeit a benefit), and since 
tobacco is one of Virginia's most 
profitable businesses, its 
l»-ohiUtion is unlikely. 

The bottom line is that 
Virginia has always led, l)y set- 
ting a ^x>d example for the coun- 
try, and yet in this instance it is 
acquiocing to the weakness of 
other states, the lure of quick 
money, and the uninform«l plea 
of a spoiled public.

$425. The two Samaritan Houses 
are the only response to the 
homeless families. 

He suggested the city 
reevaluate its policy of making 
target neighborhoods primary 
recipients of Block Grant Funds 
and using some of it for housing.
